Further, applicant does not clearly response to why the claimed limitations in the current 
appliaction is overcome the is overcome the prior art submitted figure 1 and the background of the invention, it is deem to lack to 
clarification in the response (general discussion to indicates for the same reasons as discussed above). The examiner already stated in 
the previous action "while the meaning of claims of issued patent are interpreted in light of the specification, prosecution history, prior art 
and other claims, this is not the mode of claim interpreation to be applied during examination. During examination, the claims must be 
interpreted as broadly as their terms reasonable allowed. This means that the words of the claim must be given their plain meaning. In re 
Zletz, 893 F.2d 319, 321, 13 USPQ2d 1320, 1322 (Fed. Cir. 1989) Further , the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, the 
limitations from the specifciation are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 
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
